Horsepower, Speed 
Must Wait for New 
Roads, Experts Say 


Horsepower and maximum speeds 
:n the 1941 model automobiles prob­ 
ably will be "frozen" at their pres­ 
ent levels until better 
roads are 
available, according to D. U. Bath- 
rick, vice president and 
general 
sales manager of Pontiac Motor di­ 
vision. 
Just returned from the New York

“On a basis of horsepower

speed alone -and with the attend­
